Ancient Mortar 


Examination of Great Wall of China 


Shows That the Mortar Was _ 
Stronger than Bricks F 


An examination of the bricks and 
mortar in the great wall of China 
was recently made at Shankaikwan 
by J. C. Witt, a‘chemist attached to 
the bureau of science, Manilla. Mr. 
Witt reports that the bricks are so 
weak that pieces may be easily brok- 
en off with the fingers, 

They aré much larger than ordin- 
ary building bricks, grey in color and 
resemble pumice somewhat in struc- 
ture. ‘he mortar, which is pure 
white under the exposed surface, is 
much stronger than the bricks, The 
tradition that the bricks were dried 
in the sun only was confirmed by

ly sent home by diplomatists, I 
suppose the Germans searched our 
courier bags for such a’report vain- 
ly, Anyway its absence finally got 
on the nerves of Zimmermann so 
much that one day he blurted out, 
Don't you ever write reports to 
your government?’” *

Allied Debt to U. S. 


James M. Beck Says Seven Billion 
Dollar Debt Should Be 
Cancelled 


Prophesying that the United States 

after the war will cancel the $7,000,- 
000,000 debt incurred by the allies 
upon the entrance of this country in 
the-world struggle, James M. Beck, 
formerly assistant attorney general 
of the United States, recently stirred 
1,000 Philadelphia business 
men to a red-hot pitch of patriotic 
enthusiasm in an address on behalf 
of the Liberty loan, delivered on the 
floor of the stock exchange. 
_‘When this war ends, as it will in 
a victory for the allies,” the speaker 
said, “and Great Britain and France 
will say to our government ‘the time 
has come for us to settle the matter 
of our great indebtedness to you in 
a more formal way,’ I believe our 
government will reply by writing 
across the paper on which the moncy 
was lent, ‘Receipted in full.’ 

“And when they ask, ‘Receipted in 
full—how?’ our government will an- 
swer, ‘By the blood of your sons.” 

Cheers taking on the proportions 
of a mighty roar greeted the speak- 
er’s last exclamation. Many of the 
listeners were moved to the point of 


tears; strangers in the audience 
shook hands with other; cries of 
“Right! Right!” were heard, The 


applause lasted a minute. 

“I would be ashamed of my coun- 
try if America would take a penny of 
the sums now advanced or to be ad- 
vanced,” Mr. Beck continued, “And 
as I have said, my profaund belief in 
the innate chivalry of the American 
character is such that I know this 
debt never will be mentioned in the 


way of repayment.” — Philadelphia !

Canada’s Fondness 


For Automobiles | 


Holds Third Place in the Number of 
Automobiles in Use 

It will surprise most Canadians to 
know that among the nations of the 
world their country holds third place 
in the number of automobiles in use. 
In 1917 there were 199,302 cars reg- 
istered in Canada, an increase of 47,- 
705 over 1916, while the number of 


new cars registered in that year was} 


neatly 76,000, ‘lhe increase for 1918 
is expected to be on a proportionate 
scale. One Canadian in every 
owns a car; and, roughly speaking, 
there is one automobile for every 
cight families. Considering that in 
1903 there were only 200 automobiles 
in Ontario, and that in 1917, 84,353 
auto licenses were taken out, the in- 
crease is nothing short of amazing. A 
marked feature of the pre-eminence 


which Canada enjoys is the ever-in-| 


creasing proportion of motor licenses 
which ‘are being taken out by farm- 
ers, a fact which in itself affords a 
strong guarantee that good country 
roads will soon be the rule rather 
than the exception.—~Brantferd Ex-

Must Have Flanders Coast 


German Navy League Wants It for 
Future Base Against 
England 


While Count von Hertling con- 
tinues to repeat that Germany has no 
idea of extending her territories in 
the west by means of forcible an- 
nexations, the German navy league, 
in a circular recently received in 
London, insists upon the importance 
of the coast of Flanders as the base 
for German operations against Eng- 
land in the next war. The circular 
says: 

“Tt is along the coast of Flanders 
that the road passes to London, the 
heart of England, and the only Eng- 
lish port on the cast coast which has 
hitherto hardly lost any of its im- 
portance because it cannot be put out 
of competition owing to its splendid 
docks and the density of the popula- 
tion. But the whole sea_ traffic 
through the channel to the Thames 
is exposed to flank attack by our

Of this amount 94,- 
000,000 acres are estimated as being 
available and fit for crop production, 
but only 36,800,698 acres are at pres- 
ent occupied as farm land, an of 
this amount only 19,632,206, or about 
one-half, is improved land, and only 
14,678,042 acres were in crop last 
ear. In other words, out of 94,000- 

acres estimated as being avaii- 
able and fit for agricultural produc- 
tion, 80,000,000 acres were not in crop 
last year. 

With almost 60,000,000 acres of 
arable land in Saskatchewan unoccu- 
pied, there are less than 5,000,000 
acres now available for homestead 
entry, and generally speaking, this 
homestead land is so far removed 
from Tailway and other marketing 
facilities as to be impracticable for 
immediate occupancy and develop- 
ment. 

There is only one conclusion that 
can be drawn from these figures, 


says the Regina Leader, and that is. 


that much of this land is in the hands 
of speculators, who secured it at a 
very nominal price, and who are 
holding it for sale at unreasonably 
high prices with a view to becoming 
sporeuatsly rich out of it, not as a 
result of their own labor, but purely 
by parasitical speculation, 

Speaking of the situation in Alber- 

ta—and what is true of Alberta is 
true of Saskatchewan as well—the 
Alberta Farmer declares that the 
land can only be had by paying a 
big price for it, and yet the fiotiees 
of this uncultivated land have done 
nothing, and will do nothing, to help 
increase its value, and refuse to make 
any productive use of it at a time 
when the whole world is crying for 
food. 
This condition of things, which is 
paralyzing productive effort and the 
development of these western pro- 
vinces, calls for action on the part of 
both the Dominion and Provincial 
governments. In regard to some of 
these matters the provincial govern- 
ment and legislature have no juris- 
diction; action must be taken at Ot- 
tawa. Mr. i; Bruce Walker urges 
that the lands which are now held 
by railway, companies, the Hudson 
Bay Co.,, and other large corporations 
which obtained them from the Do- 
minion, should be utilized by the fed- 
eral authorities for the returned sol- 
diers who will undertake farming 
under the Soldiers’ Settlement Act.

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Increased Hog Production| 


Greater Hog Production in Western 
Canada 


The chief and gratifying result of 
the campaign for greater hog produc- 
tion in Western Canada is that pigs 
are now being kept by many farmers 
who did not previously handle them. 
In most cases they were able to se- 


cure them from their neighbors, but- 


about 350 were disposed of by the 
Saskatchewan department of agricul- 
ture, who received applications for 
many more hogs than could be sup- 
plied by them, 

So great was the demand that the 
live stock branch had to abandon the 
intention of keeping a number of 
sows on hand until after they had 
farrowed, and then placing the young 
pigs among the fa.mers, 

he government’ of Alberta, 
through the provincial live stock 
commissioner bought at the packing 
plants and stock yards and kept at 
the exhibition ground at Edmonton, 
330 hogs. The females were all 
grades, but were chosen as being the 
most true to type. Yorkshire, Du- 
roc-Jersey, Berkshire and Polan 
China boars were sccured and the 
whole stock have been disposed of 
to farmers in the province. 

It is certain that the campaign 
will result in a very large increase 
in the number of hogs in Western 
Canada next fall. 


Reserved Homestead Lands 

Homesteads held for soldiers ov- 
erseas and by men employed in war 
work can be leased by the 
ment for the purpose of cultivation. 
An order in council to this effect has 
been received by western land agents, 
The same conditions apply to home- 
steads held for entry by insane or 
deceased persons. This ruling is ex- 
pected to aid the greater production 
drive and also the soldiers who hold 
the land. Their land will be broken, 
if leased under this order and may 
be cultivated once or twice ' before 
they are ready to take it over for 
farming purposes.

Non-Essential Industries 


Them and With Labor 
J Questions 


The policy followed by the British 
government for the regulation of 
non-essential industries eliminates 
many of the difficulties experienced 
by our manufacturers under the 
present inefficacious system. In Eng- 
land all industries are considered 
non-essential that are not directly 
necessary for the successful conduct 
of the war; but because an industry 
is non-essential it is by no means 
discouraged or forbidden, provided 
it does not use materials that are re- 
quired in some other industry manu- 
facturing war materials. On the con- 
trary, all kinds of businesses have 
been encouraged to go on exactly as 
in peace time, subject only to regu- 
lations relating to raw materials and 
labor; for labor, of course, is scarce 
in England, and, whenever required 
for the making of war materials, 
must not be spared~for non-essential 
industries. The fact, however, that 
all labor is engaged through govern- 
‘ment employment agencies makes 
the control very simple, and ~ every 
manufacturer may know on inquiry, 
at all times, exactly where he stands. 

British non-essential 


eral, any class of metal, are practi- 
cally at a standstill, because all of 


war industries, and there is nothing 
to spare. But even small manufac- 
turers in the machine industries have 
|been given war contracts, so that 
their shops are usually well filled 
with work, even if they have been 
forced for the time being to give up 
their regular line-of manufacture.

The manufacturers’ of war mater- 
ials agreed that profits should be 
limited to an increase of one-ftfth of

main fixed at the rates that existed 
at the time the act was passed, with 
the provision, however, that in case 
living expenses went up a govern- 
ment committee could award an in- 
crease in wages corresponding to: the 
increased cost of living. This ~in- 
crease in wages applying to all em- 
ployees on war work is payable by 
the employer, but is~ recovered by 
him from the government. 

As a result, there have been but 
few serious strikes in Great Britain 
since the beginning of the war, and 
none of them has lasted — for 
than a week, or has any of them been 
due to a question of wages. hie s+

It is the most*ma- 
jestic voyage that the mind of: man 
can take. Particularly at this. time, 
ought Britons and Americans, to turn 
for comfort and inspiration to the 
great pocts of freedom, who are the 
priceless possession of all English- 
speaking races.—Toronto Globe.

But other ambitions arose within his 
mind, an ardent desire to tell the In- 
dians they, with the white man, are 
inheritors of eternal life. A short 
career of missionary labor demon- 
strated to Sinclair that the vital fea- 
ture requisite was a translation of 
the Bible into native dialect, He was 
confronted with a mighty task, yet, 
nevertheless, Old and New _Testa- 
ments in entirety were eventually 
produced, together with sundry pub- 
lications of the Religious Tract. So- 
ciety and a large collection of hymns.

How very true! 

And nowhere are the Psalmist’s 
words more fittingly illustrated than 
in the northland latitudes of Canada 
est.

British Dyes Equal German 


Development of Industry at Hud-

The British Dyes Company, 
moted by the board of trade, with 
the assistance of the treasury, to 
take the position held before the war 
by the Germans, has been at work 
for over two-years and is able to re- 
port good progress, The works at 
Huddersfield, near Leeds, have 
reached the proportions of a 
town and are still expanding. The 
directors have gone to the Neart of 
the German success. 

It was not by making dyes, but by 
making “intermediates” that the 
Germans forced the whole world to 
depend on them in this great in- 
dustry, Now “intermediates” are 
being made ‘at Huddersfield, and the 
most elaborate and expensive. plant 
used ‘in the whole undertaking is 
employed in this essential branch, 
which absorbs cight-tenths of the 
capital outlay. 

Compounds have been devised and 
dyes produced even beyond the in- 
genuity of the Germans, for the 
British Dyes» Company did not have 
to start at the beginning, but where 
Germany left off in August, 1914, 
The company has been able to man- 
ufacture’ nitric acid, fuming sul: 
phuric acid and intermediates, suc 
as benzidine, betanaphthol and syne- 
thetic phenol, as well as fine dyes, 
and is evidently in control of a com- 
plete organization. From a financial 
point of view its success is demon- 
strated by the fact that it has been 
able to pay the maximum dividends 
allowed upon each share of capital 
during ‘the past two years,

OUR WHEAT GROWING POSSIBILITIES 
BETTER THAN OTHER COUNTRIES- 


GREATER PRODUCTION NOW A VITAL NECESSITY 


Estimated That 1f One-Fourth of the Suitable Land in the West 
Was Under Cultivation, Canada Could Annually Produce 
812,000,000 Bushels of Wheat

Next to the actual winning of the 
war there is nothing that so much 
concerns the pcople of Canada. at 
the moment as the necessity of pro- 
ducing during the current year the 
largest possible quantity of wheat. 
That there is reason for this con- 
cern there can be no doubt, says the 
Toronto Globe. 

According to the figures compiled 
by the international institute of agri- 
culture, the total yield in cighteen 
wheat-producing countries of the 
northern hemisphere in 1917 was in 
both quality and per acre consider- 
ably below the average of the five- 
year period of 1911-15. 

The total yield of wheat-in 
eighteen countries, which of 
includes Canada and the United 
States, was 1,868,352,000 _ bushels, 
whereas the average for the five-year 
period named was 2,183,551,000 bush- 
els, while the average per acre was 
13.83 and 15,61 bushels, respectively. 
But besides the diminished yield 
there is the destructive work of the 
German submarines; which make a 
specialty of at least trying to sink 
wheat-laden ships, thereby still fur- 
ther reducing the quantity required 
by the allied countries in Europe, 
each of which is a large importer of 
this particwlar grain. As a_ result 
of these two factors—short crop and 
submarine menace—the situation in 
Great Britain, France and Italy has 
become most serious, 

Canada’s potential possibilities in 
respect to increased. production of 
wheat are greater than those of any 
other country in the world; owing to 
the fact that she has by far the 
greatest available area of uncultivat- 
ed land. ¥ 

Some years ago Mr. Wm. Saund- 
ers, the then director of Dominion 
Experimental Farms, estimated that 
if one-fourth of the suitable land in 
the west was under cultivation Can- 
ada could annually produce 812,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat, sufficient, he 
estimated, to meet the requirements 
of Great Britain and to satisfy the 
needs of the home market even if. it 
had a population of thirty million. 

Wheat growing was naturally one 
of Canada’s earliest industries. The 
initial effort was made as long ago 
as 1605, when a field at Annapolis 
Royal, Nova Scotia, was set apart 
for its cultivation. About the middle 
of the nineteenth century a marked 
development took place in the pro- 
duction of wheat in Canada, the to- 
tal yield in Upper and Lower Cana- 
da fneteasing from 4,255,000 bushels 
in 1841 to 16,000,000 in 1851. Of the 
latter quantity 12,092,892, bushels was 
credited to Wepre Canada, which led 
one of the United States consuls in 
Canada to report to his government 
at Washington that “there is prob- 
ably no country where there is so 
much wheat grown in proportion to 
population and the area under-culti- 
vation as in that part of Canada west 

f Kingston.” The per capita pro- 
Macton in Upper Canada at that 
time was 13.33 bushels, 

Canada’s modern period in wheat 
production began, of course, with the 
active settlement of the Great West. 
Forty-seven years ago the total 

uantity of wheat produced in the 

Ominion as it then existed was but 
16,723,873 bushels. By twenty years 


these 
course 


later it had increased only to 42,144,- 


779. The dawn of the present cen- 
tury saw a yicld of nearly 56,000,000 
bushels, From that time forward 
the development was marked, until 
in 1915 the maximum of 393,542,000 
was attained. Owing largely to ad- 
verse climatic conditions, and in part 
to scarcity of labor, the crops of 
1916. and 1917 were less bountiful, the 
yield being 262,781,000 and  233,742,- 


000 bushels, respectively, although as 


far as the latter was oncerned there 
was some compensation in the fact 
that what it lacked in quantity was 
made up in qi Jity, being in this re- 
spect the best on record. From the 
standpoint of per capita the yield was 
291-5 bushels, compared with about 
49 in 1915. In the United States last 
year the yield was 6% bushels per 
capita, 

-That a more than usually strenu- 
ous effort will be made in Canada 
this zane to increase the production 
of wheat there can be no doubt, its 
necessity as a foctor in winning the 
war being generally recognized by 
farmers throughout the Dominion, 
Labor is still scarce, but tractors and 
other classes of farm machinery are 
more numerous. It is estimated that 
in the West the increase in acreage 
will be about twenty per cent, 


If Nature is as beneficent as the 
human element is active we may at 
least hope that the record yiel of 
1915 will be at least equalled.

Co-operative Wool Marketing Is No 
Longer an Experiment 


Profiting by the success of numer- 
ous farmers last season, a larger 
number are expected-to take advan- 
tage of the co-operative method of 
marketing their wool this ycar. In

sheep owners of the Dominion met 
at Toronto, Ontario,. and organized 
an association, kriown as the Cana- 
dian Wool Growers’ Limited, which 
will act as an over head selling and 
purchasing agency. This association, 
being a farmers’ organization, the 
Manitoba government has decided 
to give them an opportunity—of sell- 
ing the wool clip of the sheep own- 
¢rs in Manitoba who consign their 
wool to the department of agricul- 


sold by the. association. 

Co-operative wool marketing is no 
longer un experimemt, Experience has 
established unquestionably the ad- 
vantage to. the sheep grower of sell- 
ing in this way. Selling on grade 
is helpful to the grower because of 
its educative features, It has shown 
the farmers how to handle their 
wool so that it will bring the high- 
est price, and has brought home to 
them the possibilities of sheep rais-

Model Towns 
‘For Disabled Soldiers 


Major Mowat 
Scheme of Community 
Settlements 


Major H. M. Mowat of Parkdale 
(Toronto) has given notice of a res- 
olution in the commons providing 
for community ‘settlements for dis- 
abled soldiers, with the government 
acting as financing contractor and 
designer of soldiers’ model. villages. 
Major Mowat’s idea is to have well- 
planned little towns with houses for 
the soldiers and their families, where 
they can engage in making various 
articles of handicraft such as_ toys, 
art objects, etc., formerly imported 
into Canada. These little manufac- 
turing centres would help to supple- 
ment pensions and give congenial 
and salutary employment to. the re- 
turned men, 

The management of each village 
will be, according to Major Mowat's 
plan, in the hands of the residents, 
and individual ability and bent will 
be considered, The resolution pro- 
vides that “suc. communities _ shall 
be self-supporting after the initial 
outlay, and consist of homes, not 
arracks or hospitals, that the occu- 
pants shall have an option to pur- 
chasé; that’ all buildings shall be 
architecturally sanitary and _beauti- 
fied and supplied with electric pow- 
¢er,.and that homes be also available 
for. widows and orphans of soldiers 
commensurate with their pensions 
and means,”

England’s Idea in Great War 


Official Historian of Battle of Som- 
me Tells New York of Brit- 
ain’s’ Achievements 


John Masefitld, speaking at Aco- 
lian Hall in| New York, recounted 
what Great Britain had done in the 
European conflict, and spoke of that 
“idea of Englarid for which men are 
dying along 5,000 miles of war.” Of 
the present. battle, fought largely 
over ground gained in the battle of 
the Somme, of which he, as official 
historian of at Battle knows every 
inch, he said: “I have no comfort for 
you . It. is the fortune of war. For- 
tune is like that in» war, People 
say,’ ‘How comes it that your men 
were not there, that your reserves 
are not called in greater numbers?’ 
All we can know now is that the 
highest command do¢s not believe 
this to .be the decisive battle of the 
war. The decisive battle may come 
this year or’ next,” 

~ He spoke of the advantages of the 
enemy in this’ battle—his concentra- 
tion of guns from the eastern front 
and of: Russian guns, the fact that 
this “strip of France is no good for 
a defensive position,” the enemy’s 
great body of labor made up of the 
enslaved péoples ‘of Belgium and 
northern France and ‘Poland. “We 
have no Such body of slaves,” he 
said, “and in this the enemy has the 
advantage over us, But I suppose 
that. the» generous thing can ‘never 
be the wrong thing.” ’ : 

- Of Russia he said: “Don't think 
for a moment that I criticize the 
Russians, They are trying to get 
liberty, and it is for us who already 
have liberty to help them pay the 
price.” 

The “idea of England,” Mr, Mase- 
field said, was the ancient idea of 
St. George and the dragon, whose 
banner England took until such time 
as this symbol was popularly chang- 
ed for “the gross and bestial figure 
of John Bull. Mr, Masefield link- 
ed St. George’s Day’ and the birth- 
day together as typical of the “shy, 
gentle, humorous, . manly _ spirit,” 
which is the real spirit of England, 
which was for a time lost, but re- 
vived again with the beginning of 
this year—“at the soundin: of a 
trumpet, at the cry of one little na- 
tion in distress,”

Warning Is Plainly Addressed to the 
Prussian Land Barons 


Batocki, Germany’s first food dic- 
tator, who was deposed last summer, 
has made a maiden speech in his 
present capacity of governor of the 
Prussian province of which Konigs- 
berg is the capital. He defended his 
food policy and excused his failures 
on the ground of “inadequate auth- 
ority.” Discussing Germany’s present 
situation, Batocki said: 

“It would be cowardice not to look 
things straight in the face. The posi- 
tion is serious. We_ shall 
through, but only if every farmer 
does more than his duty and should- 
ers the most extreme burdens rather 
hold back in any direction. 
Victory will be vouchsafed us only 
if we suppress ruthlessly our 
wishes and private interests, 
ficing all and sundry for the 
benefit of the Fatherland.”
